AUSTIN, Oct.

The senate plowed deeper 
into its economy program 
today when members voted, 
14 to 11, to admit introduc- 
tion of a bill limiting the 
available school fund's share 
of occupation taxes to one- 
fourth. 


Senator Clint Small of Amarillo, 
the author, specified the remain- 
Ing three-fourths of such taxes 
should go to tho general fund to 
reduce the deficit. 


The bill as introduced would be- 


come 
effective 
upon 
enactment 
but Small said he would amend 
the effective date to Sept. 1, 1938. 


He charged Improper allocation 


of occupation levies, of which the 
school fund currently receives one- 
half from oil and one-third from 
cigarettes, unjustly penalized gen- 
•ral revenue.

President Roosevelt may disclose 
in his "fireside chat" tomorrow 
night whether he will call a, spec- 
ial session of congress to enact 
farm control and wage-hour leg- 
islation. 


Most observers have predicted 


such a session In mid-November, 
but the president has withheld a 
decision until completing a can- 
vass of the farm situation with 
Secretary Wallace. 


The principal doubt that Mr. 


Roosevelt would ask congress to 
reassemble 
before January 
dis- 


appeared last Friday, in the opin- 
ion 
of 
many 
Washingtonlans, 
when tho federal crop report es- 
timated tho second biggest cotton 
harvest in the nation's history. 
Estimates for other crops to- 
day were expected to clinch the 
special session prospects.

X-ray or radium Is used to ad- 
vantage In one-third of the cases, 
frequently the two methods are 
combined.

cancer is early diagnosis. Every 
case Is an emergency and it is 
unfortunate that the majority of 
these with cancer do not seek 
medical advice until beyond a 
permanent cure.

SLAUGHTER SUPPLY 


OF HOGS EXPECTED 


TO BFJMALLER 


COLLEGE STATION, Oct. 11.— 
(Spl.)—Slaughter supplies of hogs 
during the coming fall and win- 
ter are expected to be somewhat 
smaller than those of a year ear- 
lier, according to Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics reports, which 
have been localized for Texas by 
E. M. Regenbrecht, swine hus- 
bandman of the Texas A. and M. 
extension service. 


Regenbrecht 
pointed 
out that 


the 
relatively small 
supply 
of 
hogs for slaughter, plus a fairly 
high level of consumer demand 
for meats, probably will result in 
hog prices this fall and winter 
as high as those of a year ago, 
when the average price of hogs 
at Chicago was $9.90. 
"It now appears fairly certain 
that the 1937 corn crop will be 
much larger than In 1936 and at 
about the 1928-32 averages," Re- 
genbrecht said. "With lower corn 
prices and a relatively high level 
of hog prices In prospect, the out- 
look for 1937-38 Is very favorable 
for hog feeding and hog produc- 
tion." 
One result of tho big corn crop 


and the small supply of hogs will 
be that weights of hogs marketed 
In 1937-38 will prbbably be con- 
siderably heavier than those of a 
year ago, according 
to 
Regen- 


brecht. A second&nt8Ult will be 
a larger spring pig? crop" in 1938 
than was the case in 1937. 
Texas has a better than aver- 


age feed crop, Regenbrecht said, 
but the crop la not evenly dis- 
tributed. In many cases, localities 
that have hogs have little feed, 
and sections that enjoyed a good 
feed crop have few hogs.

At that gather- 
ing, mingled with its own 
vigorous assaults on- "ene 
mies of the courts," have 
been unprecedented 
criti- 


cisms of the profession by 
its own members. The most 
notable of 
these 
critics 


Robert M. Hutchins, presi- 
dent of the University of 
Chicago, accused the Amer- 
ican bar of "leading 
our 


people into a wilderness." 


"If the lawyers," he said, 


"continue to accept what is 
done as the standard 
of 


•what to do; if they continue 
to seek large fees under the 
impression that they are for 
the common good; if legal 
ethics mean 
little 
more 


than a protective tariff in 
favor of the bar; if we are 
regarded as the spokesmen 
of special privilege; if our 
chief claim to -public ad- 
miration is our agilty in 
making the worse cause ap- 
pear the better; then we 
are lost. Then we cannot 
hope to make the commun- 
ity accept our moral lead- 
ership." 


This kind of 
criticism, 


turning the attention of a 
great profession inward up- 
on itself, might have some 
interesting results.

Thus the two nations togeth- 
er have bought more than 
half of Japan's great vol- 
ume of exports. It is mainly 
these sales on which the 
country depends normally 
for domestic prosperity and 
governmental expenses. She 
nepds her export trade par- 
ticularly to help finance the 
expensive war she has start- 
ed in China. 


The demand for Japan- 


ese goods has fallen off al- 
ready in the English-speak- 
ing countries and elsewhere, 
as a result of the general 
condemnation of the Japan- 
ese war and its slaughter of 
non-combataiits. 
Even 
an 


informal boycott of Japan- 
ese goods might bankrupt 
the Tokyo treasury and, af- 
ter the first frenzied push, 
slow up the war. Here is a 
danger on which the Japan- 
ese statesmen do not seem 
to have^ reckoned.

AS AGGRESSOR THAT 


CAUSEDJNVASION 


JAPANESE REPLY TO CON- 


DEMNATIONS 
DECLARE 


PROVOCATIVE ACTS

Japan's accusation of Chi- 


na as the responsible .party 
in the Far Eastern conflict 
was studied by world pow- 
ers today, while on the oth- 
er side of the international 
picture interest centered on 
the Italian reply to an An- 
glo-French invitation to discuss 
wisdrawal of foreign volunteers 
from the Spanish civil war. 


The Japanese statement, made 


In reply to condemnation by the 
League of Nations and the United 
States, charged the Chinese forced 
hostilities 
by 
provocative 
acts, 


among them plans to kill 30,000 
Japanese in China. 


Although official sources gave 
no indication of what Premier Mus- 
solini said in his reply to France 
and Britain, it was described un- 
officially as rejecting the posslbil- 
ty of a meeting to talk over the 
question of foreigners in Spain un- 
css Germany is invited.

Chiang Kai-Shek told his people 
tonight China Is doomed to a long, 
exhausting war with Japan. 


In 
a nation-wide 
broadcast, 


marking the 26th anniversary of 
establishment of the Chinese Re- 
public, China's strong man blunt- 
ly declared "We must visualize 
ever-Increasing hardships and af- 
flictions—be prepared to face sit- 
uations and experiences ten times 
more difficult and harrowing" than 
those of today. 


"There Is absolutely no hope of 


hostilities 
ending 
In 
a 
few 
months," he said. 


General Chiang gave the nation 


his solemn determination and hope 
"despite this most grave and try- 
ing hour In the history of our na- 
tional emancipation." 


He declared "the courage and 
valor of Chinese fighting forces 
have inflicted a serious blow to 
Japanese morale and also won the 
admiration of friendly peoples." 


Warning against expecting oth- 
ers to fight China's battles, the 
generalissimo 
declared 
"Interna- 
tional sympathy, although a soiree 
of 
the greatest 
encouragement, 
should not be permitted to awaken 
false and ill-grounded hopes." 


"We must help ourselves before 
others are able to help us," the 
general said.
